Shanah tovah u’metukah 
- a good and sweet 
New Year, 5764, to 
you and your loved 
ones. As I begin my 
fourth year serving 
as the rabbi of our 
vibrant and inspiring 
community, I want to 
say thank you. Thank 
you for helping me 
grow as a counselor and a pastor, as a 
teacher and a leader, as an activist, as a 
Jew, as a lesbian. Thank you for supporting 
and encouraging me as a person and as a 
child of God. 


When I was a kid, my sister embroidered 
this sweet little sign that hung on my bed- 
room door all through my adolescence. In 
cross-stitch it read, “Please be patient. God 
isn’t through with me yet!” I like to 
remember that message of compassion at 
this season as I consider the different ways 
I’ve disappointed people’s expectations. 
For any hurt I’ve caused you, consciously 
or unwittingly, I ask for your forgiveness. I 
hope I'll do better next time if given the 
chance. 


After all, we are capable of change! In 
Judaism, this is the essential statement of 
faith. God calls upon us, symbolically 
through this season but actually at all 
times, to be the best human beings, moral- 
ly and spiritually, that we can be. This 
demands of us a constant openness to 
change and growth. Admitting that we’ve 
done wrong, resolving to change comfort- 
able habits - these options are not easy, but 
they are available to us, would we but 
choose them.

Rachel and Ruth became "chevruta buddies" over a year ago at the 
end of a class taught by Rabbi Angel, and they have supported 
each other in working on daily meditation practice as a part of 
Jewish life. They felt that they wanted more support for medita- 
tion within the CSZ community and decided to create it. 


Here’s your chance to experience a four-hour session of silent 
meditation (with some chanting).

Financial — This is a challenging time for us financially, as with 
many religious and non-profit institutions. Last year resulted in a 
deficit and it is imperative that we act this year to strengthen the 
financial position of the congregation. This will include expanded 
fundraising activities, a careful review of our budget and enhanced 
efforts at membership retention and outreach. 


Staffing — Our goal is to ensure that our professional staff is con- 
figured in a way that is appropriately aligned with congregational 
needs and resources. We have taken a big step in this area already, 
with the addition of Jay Miller as our Interim Executive Director. 
We are also going to take some time this year to assess our needs 
for rabbinic resources and develop strategies to meet those needs 
in the near and longer term. 


Communication — As we become a more complex and diverse 
congregation, it is important that we have communication that 
keeps everyone well connected to the community. We must also 
communicate more effectively with the wider community around 
us. 


Looking Outside of Ourselves — It is important that we do not 
get so focused on our internal issues that we lose sight of our need 
for commitment and outreach to the larger community. CSZ has 
always been about changing the world, and we need to look for 
new ways to strengthen our commitment to tikkun olam and to 
align ourselves with other organizations that share our values. 


Visioning — The world and our community are changing, and it is 
vital that we continue the discussions about re-invigorating our 
vision — our sense of purpose and our aspirations for the institu- 
tion we are building for the future. And we must do it in a way that 
channels our diversity and individual passions into strength and 
cohesion for our community. 


This is a big list, reflective of the challenges and the excitement 
that the future holds for us. I invite your participation as we con- 
tinue to define and refine our direction for this year and beyond.

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Tales of the Sages: A Talmud Class 


Taught by Ruth Haber 
Wednesdays, October 22 through November 12, 7 — 9 pm

culture, the backbone of creativity and of national life. No other 
work has had a comparable influence on the theory and practice 
of Jewish life."

The Babylonian Talmud is a richly varied text containing not only 
rabbinic arguments, but also stories about the sages themselves. In 
these tales, time slows down to give us a glimpse of a single 
moment or speeds up, telescoping much of a life story into a sin- 
gle vivid episode. 


Our readings will focus on the relationships among the sages, with 
their complex bonds of devotion, antagonism and deference. Then 
we will zoom out to view the context of these tales, considering 
the sometimes quite subtle connections between each story and 
the sugyah in which it appears (a sugyah is a discussion of a spe- 
cific point where rabbis present their varying views on the issue at 
hand). 


The class will be taught by Ruth Haber, a doctoral student and 
instructor in the field of Rabbinics at the UC Berkeley - Graduate 
Theological Union Program in Jewish Studies. Ruth's work focus- 
es on aggadah (loosely defined as ‘non-legal’ or halakhah materi- 
al) - the stories of the Talmud and midrashim - with a special focus 
on the form and fabric of these tales. As Ruth puts it, "Each 
aggadic text bears not only the story it tells, but another half-hid- 
den tale - that of its own history. The mixed texture of gemara nar- 
rative shimmers with threads of the rich and varied sources from 
which it is woven." 


Whether you have little or no understanding of this Talmudic “sea 
of knowledge” or diligently do your daf yomi (the daily page) of 
study, please join us for this opportunity to explore a portion of 
Judaism's central pillar of learning. Cost for this class is $36 for 
members, $72 for nonmembers.

Counting the Days of Awe 
The Jewish Tool Kit is not enamored of the term “High Holidays,” 
unless it refers to a vacation in the Swiss Alps. More to her liking is 
the Hebrew Yamim Nora’im — Days of Awe. This phrase better cap- 
tures the essence of the season, which boils down to one word: 
teshuvah. Teshuvah (from the Hebrew “to return’) is Jewish self- 
development. It is not just repentance, but an ethical and spiritual 
reassessment of one’s life. Sounds like an “awesome” task to 
accomplish in just two “high holy days” — but we actually have 
more time to pull it off. 


The aseret yamay teshuvah — ten days of repentance — between 
Rosh Hashanah and Yom Kippur is a period of intense self-exami- 
nation. On Rosh Hashanah we’re just “inscribed in the book of life 
or death”; we still have ten days to get everything in order before 
we're “sealed” on Yom Kippur (relax, it’s a metaphor). Even before 
this, the month of Elul, preceding Rosh Hashanah, is the start of our 
holiday season, in which we examine our relationships, with our- 
selves, God and other people. And like any holiday season, there’s 
a lot of advertising to remind us to get moving. During Elul we 
sound the shofar every morning — sort of a wake up call for the soul. 
Penitential prayers, called slichot, are added to the regular prayer 
service. And we are encouraged to move beyond liturgy and think, 
write in journals, visit grave sites, and actively review the year, 
learning from the past so that we can improve the future. This 
includes asking forgiveness and correcting any wrongs we might 
have committed. So by the time we finish the Rosh Hashanah and 
Yom Kippur marathon, we’ve been in training for 40 days. 


Hopefully, though, we’ve been training for 
even longer than that — and we're about to 
start again. At the end of Yom Kippur, the tra- 
ditional weekday evening service begins with 
the words “God is merciful and atones for 
sins.... God, answer us on the day we call.” 
What sins?! Have we not just emerged 
cleansed and pure? Well, maybe so, but we 
start all over again, immediately. The syna- 
gogue provides a setting, the liturgy provides 
a structure, and the Yamim Nora’im prayer 
experience -- intense, moving and powerful -- 
provides a level of focus and concentration 
that we cannot often achieve in our busy day- 
to-day lives. But to get the most out of the 
Days of Awe, it is helpful to view them not as 
a single event; but as a culmination and a 
renewal of a process that happens every day of 
our lives. Admittedly, this can be a tall order — 
who can be conscious of spiritual growth and 
renewal every day (even in California)? But 
the Jewish Tool Kit thinks it’s something 
worth striving for.

Experiencing Israel for the First Time 


CSZ member Andrea Guerra shares some 
thoughts about her first visit to Israel this 
past summer: 


This summer was defined for me by two life-transforming experi- 
ences of immersion. On May 29th, I stepped down into the living 
waters of the mikveh to complete my conversion process. Two 
days later I arrived in Jerusalem to immerse myself in a two- 
month period of study at The Pardes Institute of Jewish Studies. 
Though I had been moving towards Judaism my whole life, Israel 
was an unknown for me, a place I only knew through news reports 
or books, the perspective depending upon the source. I went to 
Israel to deepen my Jewish learning by studying text, but I was 
also searching for a relationship with this land. 


My first month was composed of layer upon layer of impressions 
in this place of Jewish time and air, paradox and tension, religious 
and secular, Zionist and non, settlers, learned teachers, holy land. 
As I look back, I flip through images in my mind that struck me 
when I first arrived: buildings beige and low to the ground, reflect- 
ing the sun in its spectrum of cast light; the movie theater in the 
mall filled with a sea of kippot and tzitzit; two young soldiers sit- 
ting outside at a café table, one Uzi under the table, the other slung 
over a shoulder. Though I was struck initially by the armed guards 
at the door of every café, restaurant, and mall, the soldiers in clus- 
ters on Ben Yehuda Street and throughout the city, the need to go 
on living in the midst of the intermittent bombings make this an 
understandable and even comforting fiber of life in Jerusalem. 


The rhythm of the ebb and flow of Shabbat defined my time. The 
work/school week began Sunday and ended Thursday, Friday 
morning being a flurry of preparations for the Shabbat evening 
and following afternoon meals, for me intensified by the opportu- 
nity to live within a household that was shomer (observant of) 
Shabbat. The attention to detail required in preparing for a 25- 
hour period without electricity, in which one does not impact the 
world in any physical way, heightened the experience of a time 


separated from the rest of the week, a time of rest, family and 
friends. One of my favorite errands on Friday was going to the 
small bakery tucked into the stone wall on Hamagid Street. Upon 
entering, I would be greeted by the sight and smell of shelves of 
raisin-sweetened, whole wheat, sesame or poppy seed challah 
fresh out of the oven, the small room filled with mounds of baked 
goods for Shabbat. 


Though clearly not a complete accounting of my time in 
Jerusalem this summer, this is a taste of moments, pieces of a 
greater whole that I would be happy to share further with those 
who are interested.
